1. Inhibitor Compound: Applicants elect PMX53, illustrated in Figure 1 wherein 
A is NH-acyl, B is benzyl, C is the sidechain of L-proline, D is the sidechain of 
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D-cyclohexylalanine, E is the sidechain of L-tryptophan, F is the sidechain of L-arginine, and X 1 is 
-(CH 2 ) 3 NH-. 

2. The disease elected is Parkinson's disease. 

3. The other agent is infliximab. 

The claims that read on the elected invention are claims 1-5, 8-18, 23-24 and 27-28. 
Applicants understand that should the elected species be found allowable and lead to the 
allowance of a generic claim, other species will be examined as well. 
Examination on the merits is now requested.
